Dear Mr. Burkett; 
I see by the Western Livestock 
Journal that you are interested in 
growing different kinds of native 
grass seed found in Texas and that 
you were gathering some for your 
own experiments. Now I was wonder­ 
ing if I could get you to gather somt 
of each kind you have mentioned in 
the paper and send to me as I am 
trying out a few kinds here. I will 
gladly pay you for your trouble 
Would like one ounce of each but if 
you can not get that much a smallet 
amount would do. Our best wintei 
feed here is foxtail and burr clover 
Then in the spring comes fillaree and 
western rye grass; also lots of wild 
oats. We also have what we call mes 
quite grass, but don’t know* whether 
it is the same thing you have or not. 
We have lots of alfalfa and lad inc 
clover v herr we irrigate. The land 
I am trying seed on is hill range land 
and some bn* land that gets wet in 
the winter but dry in the summer. 
The low lam! has a little alkali in 
spots. Hoping to hear from you.

Mr. I. L. Henning, 
I>oar Sir: 
Newspapers, 
farm 
journals 
and 
livestock journals take quite a bit of 
liberty in attempting to quote, and 
in doing so they frequently condense 
and unintentionally twist and destroy 
tho original form as it first appeared 
in Abilene Reporter-New s. 
It is true that I am experimenting 
with some of our most aggressive na 
live grasses, trying as best I can to 
bring them under domestication. 
At the present time, I have only a 
small quantity of Sand dropseed, and 
w ill send you an ounce of it. If I re­ 
main active, I plan to collect seeds of 
some IO different species for distri­ 
bution another season. 
When I began my experiments of 
studying and testing native grasses 
a few years ago, I never dreamed 
that I would undertake to comme! 
cialize my project. But my corre­ 
spondence has grown so voluminous 
that I am compelled to make a small 
charge or silently ignore correspond­ 
ents. 
I have transferred many thousands 
of native gra»s plants to cultivated 
home grounds, and expect to con­ 
tinue throughout the Spring months. 
My objectives being to make a close 
study of the habits and response of 
the different species and to grow and 
collect their seeds for distribution. 
As I know so very little about any 
of our native glasses under domesti­ 
cation I am desirous of acquiring ac­ 
tual 
knowledge 
concerning 
them. 
And to he able to harvest the seeds 
at the right time, before they fall to 
the ground. 
Buffalo Mesquite grass is listed 
by botanica! Agrostologist* as being 
native to the Great Plains airs, from 
Montana to Mexico. If you could fur 
nir-h m e with a small rooted specimen 
after its Spring growth. I could pi oh 
ably identify it for you. 
In order that inexperienced indi­ 
viduals may barn to identify and 
test out the several different specie- 
which I believe are worthy o f being 
tam ed, I have offered to furnish ten 
or a dozen plants of each, so they 
may plant them in a small garden, 
grow them, and watch them studious 
ly for one .season so they may decide 
w hich o n es they would like to rn* or, 
their grounds. It is possible that you 
have som e on*' or more of them now 
g r o w in g in you r section and if so, it 
w ould 
be 
much less expensive for 
you to go to the w ilds and collect 
your ow n grasses. 
I offer to send IO viable plant of 
each species for 26 cents, condition 
cc that the order must be for not ksti 
than four diifertnt kinds. 


Trees have taught me a lot about 
life.

When 
a tree begins to get aged it 
needs 
better food than it does while it is 
young.

gin to get old they again 
need the 
food of children. 
In this day you do 
not need to ask what a man eats; 
just 
find out 
what he 
complains 
about. 
If a man is drunk you can 
tell he has been drinking too much 
whiskey. 
If he sits around and tries 
to sleep likely he is eating too much 
meat. 
Any creature that gets fat 
likes to sleep. 
It is a cinch if a man 
begins to have stomach trouble when 
he gets a little old he is eating too 
much rough food. 
I also found that 
trees can get too much water. 
A 
plant will suffer from drouth for a 
long, long time and quickly recover 
when it rain*. 
But it takes one that 
has been watered too much a long 
time to recover. 
I believe during the 
winter people can drink too much 
watt . 
During the 
summer 
they 
sweat a lot but in the winter 
too 
much water, it seems to me. would 
be hard on the kidneys. 
If you are 
past sixty and cannot sleep all night 
try drinking just as little water as 
you can get by with and see if you 
sleep a great deal better. 
Do not 
drink anything in the afternoon. 
A 
tree will suffer from drouth more 
after a wet winter than it will atter a 
dry winter. 
It takes more ram to 
make a crop during the summer af- 
! ter a w*ct winter than it does after a 
dry one. 
You may not agree with 
me on ’hi* but just th** same it is a 
fact. 
When a tre*> begins to g* r old 
it needs more concentrated food like 
commercial fertilizers. 
Nitrate 
of 
soda is one of our best fertilizers for 
any kind of plant late in summer.

Not so long ago I read an article 
by a man who said no one ought ever 
to have false teeth.

after a man got old enough to lose 
his teeth his stomach was too ok! to 
digest hart! food.

false .eeth would swallow too much

With 
scissors cut through the ring from the edge nearly to the center, entirely 
around the ring. Cut a little on the slant and turn each piece to show the 
layers of nuts and raisins. 
Let rise. 
When light brush the dough with 
beaten egg yolk and milk. Sprinkle with chopped nuts. Bake 4 hour in 
moderate oven. The other piece of dough may be used for anothei ring­ 
er rolls.
